Last year he brought b's best powers to 
bear against this resolution, but there 
was a general be1’cf that biennial ses­ 
sions would lie cheaper and latter, and 
therefore the resolution passed.

have already said that 30 States out of 
?8, now* have biennial sessions of the 
Legislatures, aud the number has been 
gradually increasing. Iu his argument 
on Thursday, Senator Burrows said: 
2d. That annual sessions are proved, 
as 
rn historical fact by all public annals, to net raw 
cheaper, to Ik* eaft r and belter for all interest-, 
than long biennial sessions. That t hey secure 
Sgreater stability to laws not recognized as de­ 
notive, while j*ermit t in" prompt remedies for 
wrongs wheu such are discovered; and that the 
evils of a bad law even for a few months, are 
far greater than any co it of annual session-*. 
Experience in other States does not 
seem to bear Senator Burrows out iu 
this 
statement. If biennial sessions 
were more expensive aud 
not 
so 
satisfactory as annual sessions, w hy are 
biennial sessiousincreasing in popularity ? 
Senator Burrows should explaiu this. If 
these sessions are found not as safe aud 
and more expensive in Wisconsin thru 
annual sessions, the constitution will soon 
be changed. It is not a difficult tiring to 
get rid of a bad law. 


THE TRIUMPH OF GENIUS AND THE 
ACHIEVEMENT OF SKILL AND 
ENERGY. 
Iu the Gazette of Thursday was pub­ 
lished a telegram from Kansas City, Mis­ 
souri, announcing that the first through 
train from San Francisco to Kansas City 
over the Aicheson, Topeka, A* Santa Fe 
and Southern Pacific railway, arrived on 
time on Wednesday morning with twelve 
coaches and seventy-live through passen­ 
gers. The distance nm was 2,300 miles, 
and was one of the most successful runs 
ever made by a train iii tile United State? 
over a new road. 
The completion of this now* railway 
line from the Mississippi Valley to the 
Golden State, is one of the brightest tri­ 
umphs ever kin evil iii railw ay building 
in tins country. When one calmly thinks 
of this gigantic enterprise, the all-impor­ 
tance of this transcontinental route, and 
how* masterly has l»een the skill and 
powerful the energy that pushed the 
wonderful work to so timely a comple­ 
tion, it seems like a dream. 
We were 
told not quite two years agt* by Mr. Wil­ 
liam B. Strong, that his new road to the 
Pacific would carry passengers through 
to San Francisco before two years had 
gone by. We know that Mr. Strong was 
among the very foremost of our- success­ 
ful railroad men, that he had won re­ 
nt irkable success as a railway manager, 
that in skill, ambition, aud well-directed 
energy, he had no superior in this coun­ 
try, but to link the Pacific with the Mis­ 
sissippi Valley 
iu two years from 
that time, struck one as beiug out of the 
reach of human possibilities. 
But the Kii’uf success, good foiuiue, 


and manly courage which have been com­ 
panions to Mr. Strong for so many years, 
did not forsake him when he was carry­ 
ing upon his shoulders the responsibility 
of completing one of the greatest rail­ 
way lines of modern times. That which 
seemed like a dream only a short time 
ago is now a shining reality, and to day 
there two hues to the city of the Golden 
Gate. It required almost imperial power, 
the most ambitious hope, and an energy 
that no disappointment could break, to 
become the manager of a railway com­ 
pany that had undertaken such a marvel­ 
ous scheme. 
But Mr. Strong was the 
man of the hour, and tliat which lie 
spumed to do only four or five years 
ago has beeu accomplished iu such a 
manner as to comm md the admiratiou cf 
tho public.

fortunate selection could not have been 
made. During his skillful and energetic 
management the Sauta Fe line has grown 
into a great system of confederation of 
routes, embracing the Southwestern Ter­ 
ritories, and 
now rapidly stretching 
southward to termini in Guaymas aud 
the City of Mexico, aud westward by tho 
Atlantic & Pacific extension to the Pacific 
coast in California.” 
The Atchison, Topeka Jc Sauta Fe rail­ 
ways is now one of the Pacific routes, for 
over this line one eau travel, w ithout 
change of cars, from the Missouri river 
to the shores of the Pacific.

2*2,000 DEAD CATTLE. 


CarfMRffl I bat Mtrew the Whores of 
the Platte M d Arkansas Hirers. 
From the Denver (Col.) Tribune. 
Drawing a line fifty miles east of the 
mountains, from the north to the south 
bouudry ut the State, running parallel 
with the foot lulls, Captain Wetzel, Sec­ 
retary of the Board of Cattle Inspection, 
presented a diagram of the dry section, 
or that portion of Colorado rendered bar­ 
ren o f pasturage by the drouth of last 
Summer. Within this belt there were 
before Winter set in 300,003 head of 
cattle. Upon the approach of cold weath­ 
er 103,OC J were sent out of tile State aud 
103,033 driven east to the grass laud aud 
to the mountains, leaving 50,OC 3 in the 
dry belt Of these 25,003 have been Win­ 
tered in Larimer and Boulder counties 
principally. Among these the loss has 
been insignificant. The remaining 25,0JO 
have given most of the victims to the 
Winter harvest. In the mountains there 
has beeu no loss except rn South Park, 
where only alew deaths have occuml. 
Out of this 25,030 the loss is estimatad 
at IO per cent. The greatest number of 
dead cattle is to be found along the 
Platte and Arkansas rivers. Within the 
section of country lying between these 
streams there is but little loss, the uum- 
l>er, however, beiug counted in the total 
estimate. The count of dead cattle on 
the Platte begins id Julesburg, running 
west 
The total number counted on 
bitli sides the stream for a distance of 
fc**enty-two miles was 1,100. These were 
from two herds that drifted along the 
stream all the season. At this ratio tile 
number of deaths within IOO—the extent 
of the range—would be5003, aud it is as­ 
sumed that at least 2,000 are Wyoming 
cattle. The count of dead cattle on the 
Arkansas was made simultaneous with 
that of the Platte. The count was made 
from Bent’s ford to old fort Lyon, a dis­ 
tance of forty-five miles, aud 1,500 dead 
bodies were fen ad. At the some ratio, 
taken from the state line west to the foot­ 
hills, this number would foot up 5,000 
here, the great bulk of dead animals ly- 
withiu IOO yards of the river on either 
side. Til is number is subtracted from 
the 100,003 head that have drifted along 
the river during the entire season. The 
dead cattle here are principally those 
that have been driven from Texas or 
drifted eastward or southward, from the

I don’t be­ 
lieve the country wants an extra session, 
and in my opinion it would be a mistake 
to call Congress together.” 
“Well, what do you think," asked Win 
dom, turning to Governor Tom Young.’ 
“I am opposed to an extra session,’ 
answered Governor Young, “and I be­ 
lieve tho sentiment of tho country is op­ 
posed to it also.” 
Very few Republicans want an extra 
session, and they do not hesitate to ex 
press themselves unreservedly on this 
point.

He could run half 
rn mile as fast as any officer'n horse 
could gallop, and there wa* a standing 
offer of *510 to any man who could hold 
him down.

On another occasion he en­ 
tered the < Cloners tent and brought 
away that officer's boots.

T h e following extract from a circular 
issued by Dr. James Crane, of the 
Brooklyn Health Department, has im­ 
portant suggestions w hich are equally 
applicable to city and country, where 
ever these contagious diseases exist: 
Diphtheria ana scarlet fever are high­ 
ly contagious diseases, attacking per­ 
sons of all ages. They may be contract­ 
ed from persons that are already affect­ 
ed, from the clothes they have worn 
and from everything which has been in 
the room with them. Even the walls 
of the room may infect persons coming 
into it after the patient has recovered, 
unless the poison is destroyed. 
In or­ 
der to prevent their spread in a family 
or house where they exist and to 
promote the recovery of the per­ 
sons attacked the 
following simple 
measures 
should 
be 
conscientious­ 
ly and rigidly carried out, thereby pre­ 
venting much 
suffering and saving 
human life. 
An upper, sunny room, 
provided if j>ossible with an open fire­ 
place, and with no other children on tho 
same lloor, should be arranged for the 
patient by removing everything from it 
which can possibly bo spared, such as 
books, clothing and window curtains, 
remembering that w’hcn once the patient 
has entered the room nothing can with 
safety be removed until disinfected or 
fumigated. One or two adults should 
take the entire charge of the patient, 
under no circumstances coming iii con­ 
tact w ith other persons, more especially 
children. Ojien w intlow’s and open fire­ 
places, with fire in them day and night, 
avoiding draughts and chilly air, pro­ 
tect the sick and those who nurse them. 
Nothing should be removed from the 
room when the patient has once entered 
it until it has been thoroughly disinfect­ 
ed or fumigated. 
Procure from a drug store one poun4 
of .sulphate of zinc: tile price should not 
exceed thirty cents. 
Put into an ordi­ 
nary water pail eight tablespoonfuls of 
sulphate of zinc and four of common 
salt, and to this add one gallon of boil­ 
ing water. This disinfecting solution 
is to be kept in tho room, and into it 
should be placed and kept for one hour 
I every article of soiled clothing, bedding, 
! handkerchiefs, etc. When they are 
I removed from this they should be put 
into boiling water before being washed. 
* The dishes and spoons used by tho 
Elieut should be put into boiling water 
fore they are permitted to leave tho 
room. Remember that every article 
which is in the room can convey the 
, disease and that nothing should gofrom 
: it until the poison w’hicn it might carry 
; Is destroyed. 
Sec that tile whole house from cellar 
to attic is clean. 
Keep the cellar dry, 
well ventilated and w'cll whitewashed, 
never allow, even for a day, garbage or 
other filth to be kept in it.

work which belongs to the laundry. 
Even if they see that the clothes come 
from that region yellow or streaked, 
they cannot tell what has been slighted 
or what instruction or direction they 
ought to give their laundresses in order 
to remedy the ev 
tion. They are all in the dark, and 
cannot tell how their clothes can be made I 
clear white and free from the stains aud : 
bad color that so annoy them. 
Neither can they see the reason for j 
the rough, unpolished appearance of j 
those streaked things that are brought I 
to them. They only know .that they 
are not well done. Or, if tho clothes I 
are clear and beautifully white,and cuffs, 
collars and shirt bosoms resplendent 
with a beautiful polish, they wonder 
why the clothes so soon crack and fall 
to pieces. 
Clothes will be yellow and badly 
streaked if too much soap is used iu 
washing, or if imperfectly rinsed. If 
the starch is imperfectly made, not well 
rubbed into tho cloth, and the ironing 
carelessly done, without giving suffi­ 
cient strength or skill to polish, th 
ments will not be fit to wear, 
much soda or lye, or some of the many 
kinds of washing fluid are used, the 
weakness of the cloth will soon reveal 
the mistake or carelessness, 
We have many inquiries as to the best 
kinds of44 washing fluids,” and notafew 
recipes sent to learn if we think them 
injurious. 
For instance, a washing 
fluid, said to be one of the best ever 
made, is prepared as follows: 44To five 
quarts of water, put one pound of sal- 
soda, half a pound of unslacked lime, a 
small lump of borax. Let this mixture 
boil a minute; then take from tho fire 
and let it cool. When quite cold, pour 
off from the dregs or sediment and bot­ 
tle. 
Use one teacup of this fluid to a 
boiler full of clothes.” Now, without 
doubt this mixture will 
look very white, and much 
labor of rubbing out tho dirt and stains; 
but we arc sure that using it once a 
week for a month or two would greatly 
weaken the fabric of the cloth aud ruin 
the clothes for our long service. One 
pound of sal-soda and half a pound of 
unslacked lime to only five quarts of 
water must be much too powerful to 
risk clothes with very often. 
There are a large variety of washing 
fluids each one of which claims that no 
harm is done to the fabrics they arc 
used to cleanse; but all have soda, lye 
or lime in their composition, all of 
which substances are in more or less 
degree corrosive; and we notice when 
any specific directions are given a cau­ 
tion is always subjoined against allow­ 
ing clothes to be left long in tho suds iii 
which the washing fluid is used. 
44 It 
does not rot the clothes, but they must 
not lie long in the water. Tile boiling, 
sudsing, rinsing and bluing must follow I 
each other in quick succession.’* Why ? 
Why this haste if no injury can bo done 
by tho fluid? 
But there is something to be said In fa- I 
Tor of all such fluids. Ihey arc excellent 
added to hot suds for removing grease- I 
ta from floors, windows, doors, or 
e cleaning of wooden-ware, tin-ware, 
pots and kettles. There is nothing bet­ 
ter, provided th£y are well rinse J and 


them without being essentially changed 
in its conditions. The kernels are soft­ 
ened by absorbing moisture and be­ 
come expanded by the heat of the ani­ 
mal, but their covering is not broken. 
It remains to protect the substances 
that are of value in promoting animal 
growth. The practice has accordingly 
became common in the West of allow­ 
ing hogs to run after cattle in the fields 
and to eat the corn that passes through 
them without being essentially changed. 
An examination of the droppings of oth­ 
er animals to which raw, unground corn 
is fed. shows that much of this food was 
not digested. 
The difficulty of digesting raw corp 
is shown by its injurious effects on ani­ 
mals not accustomed to its use. At the 
close of the w’ar with Germany consid­ 
erable corn was carried into France 
and employed as food for horses, cattle, 
sheep and fowls. In almost every in­ 
stance the animals and birds to which 
it wTas fed suffered from complaints of 
the stomach and bowels. The like was 
true at tho introduction of corn into 
Australia. 
Not only farm stock but 
il' ul™ 1 I human beings became sick after eating 
~ w kifd of food, that could bo 
grown there m abundance. During the 
great famine of 1849 considerable corn 
was sent from this country to Ireland, 
but the starving people did not take 
kindly to it. When cooked to only the 
same extent that wheat, rye and oats 
ordinarily were, the stomach was un­ 
able to digest it Tho change from a 
diet of potatoes and grains, composed 
principally of starch, was too great. 
Diseases of the stomach and bowels be­ 
came common, and the new article of 
food was generally condemned.

If too *in cooking corn for stock have rarely 
1 been properly performed. In many 
cases tho entire kernels have been 
boiled till they become somewhat soft 
In other instances they were placed in 
an open vessel, and treated with steam 
for a short time. Sometimes tho corn 
was converted into a coarse meal anc 
boiled during a brief period. 
This 
amount of cooking, which was sufficient 
for some grains, potatoes and roots, 
was by no means sufficient for a sub­ 
stance like corn. It required a highei 
degree of heat than that necessary tc 
boil water. It should have been sub 
jectcd to a temperature that would ren 
der the oil volatile aud cause the solid 
portions of the kernel to be tender. 
This could only bo done by boiling un 
make clothes i ^er pressure or subjecting tho kernel to 
i decrease the ’ a dry heat that woulci render them 
| brittle. 
Wit Ii little doubt com should be sub­ 
jected to a similar treatment when de­ 
signed for human food. Dyspeptics 
and persons with weak stomachs can 
eat parched corn or hulled com with­ 
out, injury or discomfort, though they 
! can not properly digest com when 
J cooked by the ordinary methods. The 
natives of Mexico, Central and South 
America eat little grain except com. It 
is, however, parched or boiled in lye 
before it is made into cake, bread, or 
j puddings. Lately a new article of food 
has appeared in the market in the form 
of corn, first parched and then crushed. 
I The trouble and expense of parching 
com for food for stock or man is not 
great. So far as economy of fuel is con­ 
cerned, it is cheaper to parch coni than 
to cook it by any other method.—Chi­ 
cago Times.

O c c a s i o n a l l y afire runs through a 
field and partially consumes the stooks 
of com that are standing before husking 
has commenced. Less 
frequently a 
fire is started in a com-crib, aud more 
or less of the contents become charred. 
Now and then a warehouse or elevator, 
containing com, takes fire, and, as a 
result, the com within it becomes heat­ 
ed to such an extent that it is thor­ 
oughly parched or roasted, lf tho com 
is old aud dry, the kernels often “pop” 
or the cuticle bursts by tho rapid ex­ 
pansion of its contents. Sometimes the 
retain, after the roasting process, 
original shape and size, but in­ 
stead of being tough and hard to break 
with the teeth, they are crisp and very 
brittle. They will now break easily be­ 
tween the teeth or be reduced to pow- 
der by pounding or crushing. 
Some­ 
times the kernels are covered with oil 
and soot to such an extent as to give 
them a very bad appearance, and to 
cause them to soil the bauds. At other 
times a portion of the kernels will be 
converted into charcoal. 
Com that has 
been 
accidentally 
treated in this way is generally fed to 
stock of some kind, and always with 
the host results. It is sometimes sold 
at a nominal price, and the purchaser 
invariably finds that he has made an 
excellent bargain in buying it. Some­ 
times a farmer grieves over his apparent 
misfortune when a fire rims through a 
field of com that has been cut up, but 
not husked and put in the crib; but, in 
many cases, he discovers that his sup­ 
posed calamity was a real blessing. 
The animals to which the parched corn 
is fed thrive better, fatten faster, and 
are in a more vigorous condition than 
those which eat raw cora, however ex­ 
cellent its quality may be. It is a pop­ 
ular idea, and perhaps the true one, 
that hogs that feed on parched com are 
never afflicted with the disease popularly 
known as cholera. Parched com does 
not injure horses, though raw corn fre­ 
quently does. 
Its excellence for feed­ 
ing to fowls has long been acknowl­ 
edged by poultry fanciers in this co un-j 
try and in various parts of Europe. 
Well ripened, raw com is a substance 
exceedingly difficult to digest It con- | 
tains from four to eleven per cent, gen- j 
crally about seven per cent, of oil. 
The kernels are surrounded by a hard 
covering not readily acted on while 
passing through the digestive appara­ 
tus. The covering or the grains of 
com is so hard that it protects them 
from being operated on by the juices 
secreted m tho stomach. It is well 
known that a largo proportion of the 
com eaten by cattle passes through

size and finish. Every housekeeper 
• may not be able to possess one, anil so 
it is worth while to sec what can be 
I done in the way of a decent substitute 
Secure two dry-goods boxes, the more 
substantial tho better, one of them to 
I be three or four inches smaller than the 
| other on all sides, and lix the tops to 
open on hinges of iron, or stout leather. 
The larger the boxes, of course, the 
more convenience and comfort is af- 
j forded. 
Place an inch or two of saw- 
j dust over the bottom of the larger 
I box, and set the smaller one into 
it. 
Boro three-quarter inch 
holes 
I through both boxes at either end, near 
the top. and insert a roll of jatiflf paste­ 
board in each to act as Ventilators. 
] Then fill in all the space between the 
boxes with sawdust. Put in shelves at 
either end, leaving spaco in the center 
I for the large deep pan or pail that is to 
hold tho ice. There can also be two or 
three pegs, on which to hang pails of 
milk or fruit. A large tin pail, with a 
thin round board at tho bottom to pre­ 
vent it being bruised, would be the 
most convenient thing for holding the 
ice. Such a refrigerator, placed rn the 
pantry, or some cool room and covered 
in the hottest days with a folded blanko 
over the top, which is not protectee 
with sawdust, would keep ice for twen- 
-four hours; and in hall a dozen such 
ays, pay for its slight cost many times 
over rn the amount of food it^ would 
help to preserve. —Fann Homes.

They 
are often not clear in their minds as to 
what a picture is meant for, and not 
finding in it any practical relation to hu­ 
man life and society, they treat it with 
reverence and put it where it will dis­ 
turb them as little as possible. But as 
people come to enjoy pictures and get 
some intellectual, 
spiritual nourish­ 
ment out of them, they want them aa 
they want their books, where they con 
sec them and use them.—Clarence Cook.

■■ABOUT THE CBITlCIttHM. 
To the Editor. 
We have had two criticisms in the 
inoruiug paper on the acting of Thomas 
W. Keene, and while they were probably 
quite edifying to the writers, they strike 
the reader with something of a jar. It 
is like the accidental squeak of one small 
string after the performance of a full 
orchestra. I should presume from the 
character of these criticisms that the 
first was written by one who was 
something 
of 
a 
student, 
but whose opportunities to study acting 
were limited, and the main object of the 
second seems to be to let us know that 
he has seen great actors. (By the way, 
who is Edward Keene?) 
Both admit 
that Keene has genius. Of course, they 
have seen that in the Chicago papers. 
We have had a visitation of genius—two 
of Shakespeare's great characters have 
been presented to us in a masterly man­ 
ner. Let us as 
“Shakespearian stu­ 
dents” derive from it what benefit we may, 
and 
refrain 
from 
publishing our 
ignorance in so-called criticisms. 
This 
eagerness to criticise stage performances 
is almost universal. There was not a boy 
in tho gallery on Saturday or Monday 
night, but could give you his opinion as 
to what Keene should have done, or 
should not have done, but their opinion 
would not be particularly valuable to the 
public. That Keene's acting is open to 
criticism I lmvo no doubt, and a just 
criticism from 
a competent 
source 
would lie a still further help to us as 
Shakespearian students. But these at­ 
tempts serve to darken rather than to add 
light.

Last evening there was a large audi­ 
ence at the Opera house to hear Charlotte 
Thompson in tl\e above entitled play. 
Tho reputation which she has won in 
“ Jane Eyre,” had caused all to expect
